Here an emotionally tortured 
girl of great beauty takes to 
murdering passionate young men 
Some of the horror classics 
are based on actual deeds. "In 
Cold Blood” traces the grue- 
some crime of two ex-convicts 
who shot and knifed four mem- 
bers of a modest Kansas family 
“The Boston Strangler’? re- 
enacts that year of terror when 
iac criminally molested, 
then murdered 13 old women: 
Silent Night, Evil Night” 
a one-of-a-kind ‘movie about a 
distinctive madman. But it does 
have two things in common with 
all films of this sort — the neu- 
rotic urge to kill and the neces- 
sary know-how.
